There followed an outcry of 
protest from some of the Senate's 
professional conservatives. Sen. 
J. William Fulbright caused even 
them to cease and desist by say- 
ing, as calmly as a dove: 


“I had supposed that the prin- 
ciple of military subordination to 
civilian control had been long 
established.” 


And so it has. 


High Time 


And it was high time the di- 
rective was issued. The Birch 
Society, for example, includes re- 
tired military people, some of 
whom seemingly are of a mind 
and belief similar to that of Gen- 
eral Moseley and Admiral Crom- 
melin. The society’s founder re- 
vealed himself by questioning 
whether President Eisenhower 
was free of communism. 


Admiral Crommelin is, for ex- 
ample, the chief hero of “The 
Thunderbolt,’"" a mimeographed 
anti-Negro hate sheet of the most 
vulgar and immoral content. Oth- 
er violently inflammatory publi- 
cations also revere the admiral. 
After his retirement from the 
Navy in 1950, Admiral Crommelin 
turned to politics. Perhaps the 
best commentary on him is by 
those who know him _ best—his 
own people. In three campaigns 
for public office the people of 
Alabama overwhelmingly repudi- 
ated him and his platform. 


The notorious anti-Semitic pub- 
lication Common Sense has sup- 
ported the admiral with great 
enthusiasm. The House Un-Ameri- 
can Activities Committee has said, 
in a report on hate literature, 
that: 


Pro-Nazi Nature 


‘Beginning in 1948. . . ‘Com- 
mon Sense’ became increasingly 
outspoken in its statements of a 
pro-Nazi and anti-Semitic nature. 
It was soon almost a vehicle for 
the exploitation of ignorance, prej- 
udice and fear... .”’ 


In the same report, the House 
committee said, ‘The National 
Renaissance Party and ‘Common 


Sense’ illustrate two types of 
subversion from the extreme 
right.” 


Admiral Crommelin was listed, 
in 1957, as a stockholder in this 
publication. 


Thunderbolt, in its eulogy of 
Admiral Crommelin, quotes him 
as having described the FBI as 
being like ‘‘Communist-Jewish 
secret police.” It describes U.S. 
Attorney General Rogers, of the 
Eisenhower administration, as a 
subversive traitor. 


The late General Moseley was 
an illustration of retired officers 
who are of extreme prejudice. 


General Moseley first came into 
prominence in 1936 via a speech 
on the occasion of his retirement 
as commander of the Army’s 
Fourth Corps area. Secretary of 
War Woodring denounced the 
general's extreme charges at 
that time as ‘flagrantly disloyal.” 
He became an almost pathological 
anti-Semite. He was a pathetic 
picture of a man consumed by 
hete and fantasy. He attacked the 
objectives of the National Con- 
ference of Christians and Jews, 
charging that the great problem of 
our time is to save the world from

they begin to perplex those who 
too often confuse rank and uni- 
form with veracity and omniscient 
knowledge.

2 Houses Approve 
Far-Apart Aid Bills

WASHINGTON—The House and Senate passed foreign aid bills 
Friday night that were completely at odds on President John F. 
Kennedy’s long-range development program and the means of 


borrow nearly $8,800,000,000 from 
the treasury over five years to fi- 
nance the loans which the Presi- 
dent regarded as the core of his 
new aid program. 


The House version denied the 
President this authority instead 
it authorized an appropriation of 
$1,200,000,000—the amount which 
the President had asked for the 
first year. This would mean that 
the President would have to get 
the funds through the annual ap- 
propriation process. 


The vote in the Senate was 66 
to 24. Eleven Republicans and 13 
Georgians in Congress voted 
11 to 1 against the foreign 
aid bills. Rep. Carl Vinson 
cast the one “aye” vote.

Democrats voted against the bill. 
All but one of the opposing Demo- 
crats—Sen. Alan Bible of Nevada 
—are Southerners. 


The House vote was 287 to 140. 


Conference committees of the 
two chambers will attempt to 
reconcile the differences. 


Thursday Kennedy had urged 
the House to reverse the vote on 
Wednesday which stripped the 
bill of both the long-term ap- 
proach and treasury borrowing. 
The amendment had been offered 
by Rep.

Thursday, 37 Cubans jammed 
tightly into a 27-foot fishing boat 
docked at Marathon in the Flor- 
ida Keys. The fugitives, includ- 
ing a number of small children 
and pregnant women, said their 
voyage took 34 hours and that 
they were without food for most 
of that time. They, too, sought 
asylum.

MOSCOW (#—The Soviet Union made public Friday night pur- 
ported top-secret Western military plans for the nuclear devastation 
of vast areas in Iran and Pakistan to block Soviet military moves.

On Sept. 7 New Orleans opens its sec- 
ond year of school desegregation. The 
anniversary will be marked with bitter 
memories of violence which scarred the 
city psychologically and morally for years 
to come and left her reputation blighted 
before the. world. 


In New Orleans, too, will be the re- 
minders of the futile power struggle by 
the. Louisiana state government with the 
federal courts. Here as in other cities 
where violence was the direct result of 
the struggle, the outcome should never 
have been in doubt. State defiance of 
federal power and the carefully laid legal 
plans collapsed like paper houses. The 
damage was done, however, and its effect 
on New Orleans and her children who 
were the pawns will be lasting.

Await Decision 


The many groups of this country whose in- ‘ 


terests have been fundamentally affected by a 
recent U.S. Court of Appeals ruling in the case 


of Zdanok Vs. the Glidden Co. have been slow to puede to this reality. 
But the awakening has occurred as a consequence of studies of the 
decision that have since been circulated increasingly among indus- 
trialists, labor unions and communities seeking to accelerate local 


employment. 

Hence an unusually large, im- 
portant and anxious audience 
now awaits the disposition the Su- 
preme Court will make at its 
forthcoming term of the plea the 
Glidden Company has filed for re- 
view of the lower court’s findings. 


In effect, the Federal Court of 
Appeals in New York, reversing 
a U.S. district judge, held that 
certain employes acquire vested 
seniority rights to their jobs in 
perpetuity, even though (1) The 
contract, of management with 
their union has expired; (2) Their 
work has been terminated by the 
closing of the plant covered in 
the contract, and (3) The matter 
of such vested job rights was nev- 
er a subject of the collective bar- 
gaining by which the contract 
was agreed to. 

The events which have entan- 
gled industry, unions, cities and 
more than 100,000 existing labor 
contracts in this legal jungle were 
these: 

1. In 1957 the Glidden Company 
closed a food-processing plant at 
Elmhurst, N.Y., terminating em- 
ployment there and _ established 
the operation at Bethlehem, Pa. 
The actions were consistent with 
the terms of the then existing con- 
tract between the company and 
the union. The move was in the 
interest of economy and efficien-

2. The company gave long ad- 
vance notice of its transfer inten- 
tions, attempted to sell the Elm- 
hurst facilities to other food-proc- 
essing companies, offered to con- 
sider all Elmhurst employes for 
transfer, signed up two who ap- 
plied, and assisted others to find 
jobs at comparable wages. 

3. Five Elmhurst plant em- 
ployes sued the company for dam- 
ages on the ground that implied 
in the contract (which had ex- 
pired) was the acquirement of 
seniority rights to jobs; and that 
these rights, the product of ex- 
tended contractual service, sur- 
vived the expiration of the con- 
tract or any geographical change 
in the plant’s location, or any 
change of union representation by 
employes at the point of reloca- 
tion. 

4. The federal district court 
found for the company on its cer- 
tification that it had never bar- 
gained with the union for trans- 
ferable seniority rights, that noth- 
ing touching on the claim was in 
the Elmhurst contract and that, 
moreover, the contract had ex- 
pired. On appeal this decision was 
reversed. 


Goldberg’s cheerfulness is 


constitutional. He believes it may have been inherited from his 
mother, ‘“‘a most even-minded woman.’’. The only other explanation 
he can offer is “I never get tired.” 


In the present instance, Gold- 
berg’s excellent spirits cannot 
be said to be mindless. He en- 
joys an easy give-and-take re- 
lationship with a _ labor-minded 
President, who is also notably 
fond of cheerful associates. As 
chief counsel for the AFL-CIO, 
he was a valuable political ally 
of Kennedy’s during the trying 
preconvention period. He is still 
allowed to talk back. 

Goldberg got off to a splendid 
start by settling a New York 
tugboat strike within 72 hours 
of having been sworn into office 
last January. He hasn't stopped 
since. 

The President has expressed 
his confidence by giving him 
added responsibilities—the equal 
employment opportunities com- 
mission, the missile commission, 
the labor management advisory 
committee. 

A friendly Congress, before 
which he has testified on 24 oc- 
casions, passed a new minimum 
wage bill and a new uneniploy- 
ment compensation bill. 

“I'm pretty well satisfied,” 
says Goldberg. 

Goldberg, with the blessing of 
the President, has made more 
public appearances than any 


other member of the Cabinet. 

“I am the only Cabinet mem- 
ber who goes out and talks to 
people,” says Goldberg, who 
whirled off on a five-state un- 
employment inspection right after 
he settled the tugboat strike. 

“I don't make speeches, I hold 
town meetings. I think it’s im- 
portant for people to know that 
a high official cares.”’ 

Actually, he gets as many in- 
vitations from business as from 
labor groups. He gives equal 
time to both sides. 

When Goldberg, a compact 
man with wavy gray hair and a 
perpetual half-smile, broods, he 


broods about the world situation, 


just like a private citizen. He 
can't help thinking that since he 
passed the bar in 1929, there has 
been no peace, that all the do- 
mestic changes in which he 
plays a part are “subsidiary” 
to the questions of war and 
peace.

His Eagle Already 
Faces to the Left 


Winterville— A recent edition 
carried a story on the changing 
of the eagle on the Presidential 
Seal from one facing right to one 
facing left. The story related 
that the tour guide at Warm 
Springs notes this and explains 
the reason for the change. Face 
the olive branch, it says. 

It is not difficult to recall that 
when I served in the U.S. Navy 
prior to, during and following 
World War II we had the image 
of the eagle on our buttons, cap 
devices and at times on other 
accoutrements. I believe it was 
while I was a buck ensign, not 
very long after purchasing a 
complete outfit, that a change 
was ordered in all Naval insignia 
bearing the left-facing eagle. New 
buttons, cap insignia, et cetera 
must henceforth face right, so it 
was decreed, and the $125.00-per- 
month ensigns had to buy it. 

The reason for this drastic 
change, I shall never forget, was 
that a left-facing eagle was a 
“sinister’’ or sinistral’ bird, im- 
puting or implying evil, dishon- 
esty, corruptness or the like. We 
should, it was said, wear a “‘dex- 
ter’’ or—‘dextral’” eagle, which 
was regarded as “being on the 
right side’ or being more auspic- 
ious and diametrically opposed 
to the evil imputed to the ‘‘sin- 
ister’’ eagle.

Employ Honor System

MACON—‘Rabbi Levine, my car is out of gas.” 
Those words may sound a little out of place in a 


service station, but here, where a parttime Jewish rabbi 
runs filling stations, it’s the normal day by day routine. 


David Phillip Levine, a 73-year- | 


old businessman here, has two 
service stations. He’s the only op- 
erator in town who fills gas tanks 
on an honor system: basis. 


The honor system is necessary 
because he is often out on call to 
the Sherah Israel Synagogue 
where he inherited the rabinical 
responsibility when the rabbi left 
last year. 


Ever since coming to Macon 
years ago, Levine had directed 
the prayer service as cantor and 
also assisted the Hebrew con- 
gregation in Fitzgerald during 
the high holy days. 


Levine says his gas station hon- 
or system is a very practical one 
since he became part-time rabbi. 
The customer marks on a pad of 
paper how much gas he has got- 
ten. When the pumps are checked 
at the end of the week, Levine 
Says he seldom comes up short. 


The Cossack wars in his native 
Lithuania caused Levine to flee 
his country when as a teen-ager 
he was engaged in rabinical 
studies. He came to New York not 
knowing a word of English and 
later was engaged in the retail 
business over Georgia.

Besides his business and rab- 
binical duties, he carries his 
strong baritone voice to such

For example, parking is a paramount problem at all athletic 
events.

Fans could drive right into the infield, park cars and see 
the game. Traffic, of course, would be slow, but you wouldn’t have 
to park a mile from the stadium a la Grant Field. 


Pointing to a huge photo of the track on the office wall, Weaver 
explored several possibilities. 


“We could build a football field in front of the current concrete 
stands without much trouble,” Weaver observed. “If Atlanta had a 
professional franchise, I'd consider removing 100 yards of the track 
during the season and put the field where the track is. Then, we 
could put any number of temporary stands on the opposite side. 
Without spending a great deal of money, we could have seating ca- 
pacity of 40 or 50,000. 


The backstretch, where there are no seats, is another possi- 
bility,””, Weaver continued. “We could install concrete stands there 
and put in a playing field without touching the track. The new seats 
are already in our long-range plans for auto racing. If attendance 
at football events warranted expansion we could double deck the 
stands. 


“You certainly may say that we are definitely interested in the 
possibility of pro football at ADR. We could easily be ready for the 
1962 season.” 


—An Arena Until a Stadium Is Built

The State Department of Education 
is now making a college degree possible 
for several hundred more Georgia teen- 
agers. The department is expediting 
teacher training for outstanding young 
aspirants by means of a _ scholarship 
fund that is growing every year. 

Started last school year at $150,000, 
an additional $150,000 is being ap- 
propriated every year until the $600,- 


000 mark is reached. 


“When we reach $600,000, we will 
be turning out 1,000 teachers every 
year. Then the state will really begin 
to feel the impact of the program,” Mrs.

A New Yorker is trying to solve the 46-year-old mystery of an 
Atlanta coin that’s odder than a $3 bill. | 
‘ -hree-dollar bis aren’t unusual, reports Aaron R. Feldman, a 
New York coin and paper money dealer, because many were 
issued during the 19th Century—but a 9-cent Atlanta silver coin 
has him baffled. 

Feldman came across the coin in 1959. It was among a num- 
ber of coins he had bought from another dealer. Feldman dug 
through old coin books and found that one other such coin had 
been found. 

It had turned up in 1917 in the hands of a noted collector— 
he too was trying to find out its background. He never did,

and the first coin now is in the Chase Manhattan Bank’s money 
museum, Feldman said. 

The face of the coin (Feldman calls it a ‘“‘token” because it 
isn’t coin of the realm) has an eagle device with ‘Atlanta’ above 
and the date ‘‘1895’’ below. On the reverse side is “9 CENTS” in 
the center with, ‘“‘This Coin Contains: Worth of Silver .900 Fine.” 


Feldman says it’s natural to consider that it came from 
Atlanta, Ga. But the Atlanta Historical Society and newspaper 
files have no information on a 9-cent coint, nor do coin manu- 
facturers have any record of ever striking such a coin for Atlanta. 


Feldman says he has put no value on the coin as he doesn’t 
know its worth other than its rarity. Asked if someone were to 
press $1,000 on him, would he take it for the coin, Feldman re 
plied, ‘‘I wouldn’t say I wouldn’t.”’

Talmadge told Freeman that an 
estimated 90 million laying hens 
in breeding flocks will produce 
from 8 to 12 per cent more broil- 
ers and layers next year than the 
market can absorb, if the farmers 
are to receive a sufficient return 
to stay in business.
